I observe from the relin'iis which accom- 
panied yniir Desjiatclies No. 11 of the 
12lh of Fuhrtiary hiHt that the dabt due 
by tlie Government of the Colony to the 
Bank of British Colarobia was on the Ist 
of January last £33,675, whereas in Jan- 
uary I 865" it WHS 7, 209. I call your 
uticiitioii lo this fuut, us it is evident that 
the expenditure of the Colony has been 
continued throughout 1865 at a rate out 
of all iiroportioii with the resources at its 
disposal. It is apparent also that, not- 
withstanding the experience of previous 
years, the error has been again committed 
by tiio Coloiiiiil authorities of oTcr^esti- 
miUitig lliQ revenue of 1865. 

I have, tlicreforo, to instruct you that 
the expenditure of this year must be re- 
duced to Ruuh amount as may be.pojered 
by a rcvcnno calculated on the' actual 
uverngo receipts of the last two years, 
and that any further lar^re experidituro on 
new roads and works of that nature must 
bu postponed^|lntil ,the resources of the 
Colony will ndrait of their being under- 
taken witii less pressure on its finances.

Her Majesty's Treasury have had' under 
their consideration your letter of the l5th 
November last, enclosing with other 
papers tii.3 report of the Auditor General 
of B^iti^h CoUitnbia on the accounts of 
that Colony for the year 18G-1. 

Their Lordships have also bad before 
them the Colonial OfBce letter of the 
20th ult,, forwarding certiin enclosures 
which sill uid hiivn aceonipitnied your let- 
ter of 30iii iSepleniber last, transmitting 
for tlio npjiroviil of this Board an Ordi- 
nance, No. 9 of 1865, to apply the sum of 
£225,946 l2s. 8d. to the general service 
of the Colony .for that year. . . , 

My Lords desire me to state, "for the 
iiiform'Jtion of Mr. Secretary Cardwell, 
that lliey will not further defer their as- 
sent either to the Ordinsmce No, 18 of 
1804, or to llu' Ordinance No. 9 of 1865 ; 
but tbey think it necessary to add that 
ihcy give tbis assent more becanse of the 
iiicouvenience .of withholding their sanc- 
tion from an expuiulituro already in- 
curred, than because they are satisBed 
ilmt thu expenditure hjis been prudently 
nndt-rtaken. 

My Lords observe, from thV report of 
the Auditor General, that though the Re- 
venue Ordinances, No, 3 and 18 oflSG l, 
a[)[iro|)riiitud JClDu,71G to the service of 
ih/it yenr, tiie actual cvpoiidiluro was 
Jt;160,3o0. 

The revenue of that year actnally re- 
ceived was, however, only £194.865 
against an "estiniated'' revenue of £120,-- 
OOO, leaving a deficiency of £55,485, to 
bo met, according to the statement of the 
Auditor General, out of the loan of 
ijlOO.OoO authorized to be raised under 
Ordinance No- 1 of 1804. ^ • 

This loan was not raised fill April 
1865, and then produced less than £94,- 
OOo ; and, in consequence of the lute 
period at which it wn.'- rai.sed, the expen- 
diture of the years l8G.i atul I8fi5, which 
ivas iiuiiiily ri'gulntcd by that, loan, has 
become in some degree mixed up. 
, Their Lordships apprehend that it may 
be nitimately found that some portion of 
the deliciency of ISGl may hnvo been 
milt by Imlances on the loan of lSG-3 ; hut 
tli'jy have not sufTii'ient iiifoniiation before 
tlieni to ciiiible tiu'iii to come to any clear 
understanding on that point. , 

Accepting, therefore, the statement of 
the Auditor General, that the whole of 
the defic ency of I' at year hail lo be met 
from the loan rni-ed in 1865, it seems to 
inv Lords, that if, of ilie liiibililius of the 
Colony Bt the close of 1864, as Bet forth 
in the statement which accompanied the 
report of the Auditor General, those are 
taken whiiih it 'was necessary to meet in 
1865, and some of which are directly pro„ 
vidf'd for in the estimates of that year, an 
approxirniilu Motion tnny bo formed of the 
probable linanciiil condition of llii; Colony 
at the close of 18G5, supposing that the 
actaal expend! tui'c, within the Colony, of 
the drffcrent Departments for' that year, 
is actually iucarrod.

On referring to the abstract of the 
estimated expenditure for the year, it ap- 
pears that the iimount lo be expended by 
the djpArtmentBiwilhin the Colony, as per 
items rto'T[2 inci5Bive, and item No 15, 
is in round numbers £100,000 ; and if to 
this bo added the liabilities as stated 
above, it will appear that the charges for 
the year will btj i;267,369 as against re- 
sources amounting, under the most favor- 
able circutnstances, to only £262,265 

My Lords are aware that the estimates 
of the year were framed previous to any 
intimation of llin actual produce of tbe 
loan of April 1865; and they hope, from 
the time of the Governor's despatch of 
16th May lS65, that some portion of the 
estimated expooditare on roads, Sic, will 
.-it least have been postponed until infor- 
mation was received as to the produce of 
the loan. 

I jAt all events, that loan ia now ex- 
hausted, and the financial affairs of the 
Colony will, during the current year, 
liiivo to be conducted without the extrane- 
ous assistance which has of late year.t 
been received, nnd there will be in conse- 
quence a hctlcr opportunity of judging 
what its Gf.ancial cotiditiou now is. 

With the interest and sinking fund of 
the colonial debt, amounting already to 
over §20,000 a year, my Lord.s would 
hesitate before they could sa-jction for the 
present any further extension of the loan 
nystom; and they think that the Governor 
sliould bo instructed that the expenditure 
of this year must not be based on the sup- 
position that he is again at liberty to in- 
cur a jiortion of it on llio prospect of any 
new loan; and he should be warned as 
strongly as possible against that liasty and 
soiueiiiuep illconsiiiercil expenditure wliieli 
a luiin jjolicy is apt to encourage, but the 
coiiliiicance of which on the ceRsation of 
such policy is seldom prevented without 
more than ordinary care. 

My Lords prefer to deal thus generally 
with the expenditure of British Columbia 
durint,' t bu two years in question, jiartly 
on account of its being at this lime a 
matter of tbe past, . and partly because 
they oxjiect that that .of the current year 
will alTorii bettor material for an opinion 
as to tlie linaucitti condilion'of fhe Colony, 
riieir Lordships, however, request that 
they may receive as early as possible a 
lull statement from the Governor of tlie 
actual receipts and disbursomnil.ls within 
the year l8G5, together with a' full ac- 
count of tlio liabilities of the 'Colony at 
the close of that pcriodl •'
